 8 other taxes authorized by law and shall be collected from those persons

EFFECT:   Allows counties to partially supplant existing funds
until January 1, 2015, for the mental health/chemical dependency sales
and use tax.  Phases down amount that may be used to supplant - 50
percent in 2010, 40 percent in 2011, 30 percent in 2012, 20 percent in
2013, and 10 percent in 2014.
